The meeting was called to order with Mayor McAden presiding.

The ordinance changing the height and ares district on property at
5300-.5538 Airport Blvd; 5301-5539 Middle Fiskville Road; 714-22 Bruning Avenue
was vefore the Council. The City Attorney explained the recommendation of the
Plan Comnission on vacating Middle Fiskville Road; opening 55th, and that 56th
remain closed. The matter had been discussed with Mr. M. H. Crockett and Mr.
Bob Long, end they were sgreeable at that time. Mr. Crockett had gilven a deed
to effect the opening of 55th Street. It was on this condition that the Flan-
ning Commission had recommepnded the change to 5th Height and Area. MR. T. E.
0'QUINN, representing Mr. Crockett, asked that the ordinance be passed. The
City Attorney suggested referring the matter back to the Plan Commizsion to
see what they wanted to do if the streets were not going to be changed. After
discussion Mayor McAden introduced the following ordinance:

“Memorandum to: Mr. W. T. Williams, Jr.
City Manager

‘ "Subject: Distridbution of the Codes

"We have received from the publishers the fimished and boumd copies of the
Austin City Code of 1954. There are 280 regularly bound volumes with pocket-
part covers and 20 coples bound loose-leaf.

"The cost of the codification, including all copies, is about $9,750.00, which
is roughly $32.50 per copy for the finished product.

"Of course, the loose-leaf copies will need to be placed to best advantage
in the various departments.

"At least three bound copies should be placed in the City Library. At least
one bound copy should be placed im the County Law Library. Ome bourd copy
should be placed in the Supreme Court Library. These coples made available
to the public gemerally, together with sn up-to-the-minute loose-leaf copy
available for public use in the City Clerk's Office, should make the City
ordinances available to all interested persons who have only an occasional
need to refer to them.

"Of course, each Council member should receive a copy; and since ancther
recodification will probably not be made until the expiration of tea years,
approximately 25 copies should be placed in reserve for future Council menbers.

"Our sister cities of Abileme, Corpus Christi, Dallas, El Paso, Fort Worth,
Houstom, Odessa, Port Arthur, Sen Antonio, Waco and Wichits Falls have very
kindly given the Legal Department copies of their codes; amd I suggest that

20 coples of the @ode be placed in reserve in order to reciprocate with sister
cites. Hence, approximately 100 copies of the Code are pretty well ear-marked,
and the problem is presented of making aveilable in the most sdventageous
wanner the remaining copies of the Code. Since zny interested person will be
able to examine a copy in the library without cost, the distridution of the
remainder should be to those persons who have more frequent need to refer to
the Code, and who.for coavenience would be willing to purchase a copy of it.

In determining the price at which the Code should be offered, two things
should be kept in mind: One, the price should be high enough to cause people
t0 safeguard the copies they buy and to assure somewhat that persons interested
over the next ten years will find copies available at a price which is nrot
unreasonable, but which is high enough to prevent wasting of the copies or
hoarding of the copies. Two, the price must be low enough to allow persons
vwho frequently need to refer to the Code to be able to obtain a copy BSor
themselves, This group should be encoursged to read and undergtand the Code
for themselves, snd the price showuld be low enough to preclude the argumeat
that only the righ could afford to wwa & copy of the Code.

"I have made inguiries of the representative of the Publishing company and of
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local attormeys who I believed represented a good cross-section of the local
bar (ranging from the finsncidlly sucecessful to the Beginner). Mr. Tom Browns,
of the Michie Publishing Company, tells me that the city codes they publish
have never sold for less than $5.00 per copy, sometimes as little as $10.00
and he would estimate that the average is about $15.00 per copy. Ore of bthe
young lawyers with whom I discussed the matter saild that he believed that &
price of between $10.00 and $15.00 would be low enough to emcourage the

wenbers of the bar to buy copiles, and not so high as to prohibit it. Another
young lawyer with whom I talked believed that the price should be around $25.00.
He doubted that & great nuuber of copies would be sold at that price, but he
thought that anything less them $25.00 would encourage the wasting of the
books. A menber of a small but falrly successgful firm doubted that many copies
would be gsold even at $5.00 per copy, but thought that no more than ten copies
would be sold at the piice of $12.50. A menber of a quite successful law

firm thought that it should mot be over $12.50, but & junior member of his
firm was of the opinion that $15.00 would be a price which many people who

had genuine need for the Code would be willing to pay for the convenience of
having & copy et thelr fingertips.

“"In summery, it appears thet a price of $12.50 or $15.00 would be most likely
to accomplish the objective, but in the absence of broader opinion, and
especially in the sbsence of actusl experiemce, it would be my recommendation
that the City offer for sale only 100 copies at the present time at the price
of $15.00 each, If ‘the remaining 100 copies that are not required for public
use. were kept in reserve, future City administrations will be &ble to predict,
from experience through the sale or the offer for sale of the first 100 copies,
what method of distribution of the remaining number should be used.

"Regardless of the price at which the coples are offered, it is recommended
that an accurate register be kept of individusls who purchase copies so that
we will be able to contact purchasers in the event pocket suppldments are
Printed, and so that interested persons may locate coples after the present
edition has been sold.
